To  the  Honorable  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  'Leg- 

islative  Assembly  of  Montana  Territory — Eiglith  Session: 
From  examination  of  my  Report  for  the  year  1872,  and  by  comparing 
the  assessment  rci^turns  of  that  year  with  those  of  1873,  you  will  find 
that  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  in  the  Territory  has  decreased 
1373,243  within  the  past  year,  additional  assessmeiits  reachiiig  ^he 
sun  of  123,000,  retu-ned  to  my  office  since  the  completion  of  my 
tabular  statement,  herewith  submitted,  would  make  the  actual  differ- 
ence 1350,243.  By  comparing  the  assessed  valuation  of  cattle  for  the 
years  1872  and  1873,  you  ivill  find  that  this  amount,  and  over,  was 
caused  by  the  depreciation  in  the  value  of  property  of  that  nature. 
By  referring  to  the  statement  of  revenue  collected  for  the  year  1873, 
you  will  find  that  the  receipts  of  the  Treasury  have  fallen  short  of  the 
receipts  for  the  previous  year  |12, 850.78.  The  sum  of  |1, 894,72  was 
caused  from  the  decrease  in  the  assessed  valuation  of  property; 
$4,471.85  by  the  amendment,  at  the  late  Extraordinary  Session  of  the 
Legislature,  of  the  license  act;  and  the  balance  of  over  |6,C00,  from 
the  difference  in  the  amount  of  delinquent  taxes  collected,  lespect- 
ively.  in  the  years  1872  and  1873.  The  actual  difference  in  the 
amount  of  revenue  collected  for  the  years  1872  and  1873  is  |!i,366  57, 
in  favor  of  the  year  1872.  This  was  occasioned,  in  great  measure,  by 
the  repeal,  at  the  sixth  session  of  the  Legislature,  of  Section  28  of  the 
AqX  providing  for  the  collection  of  revenue,  approved  January  15th, 
1869.  From  the  exposed  and  unsafe  <;ondition  of  the  arms  and  ammu- 
nition belonging  to  the  Territory,  it  became  necessary  that  the  arse- 
nal should  be  repaired,  which  was  done  under  the  supervision  of  his 
Excellency,  Governor  Potts,  at  a  cost  of  1428.57;  which  amount  I 
audited  and  allowed  as  a  debt  ogainst  the  Territory,  in  favor  of  Wm. 
Thompson,  who  furnished  such  repair?,  and  issued  him  a  certificate 
of  indebtedness  for  the  same.    T  i-ocommend  tliat  the  A.uditor  be 
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autliorized  to  draw  his  warrant  on    the  Treasurer  for  the  same. 

From  mv  warrant  account  it  will  be  seen  that  the  expenses  of  the 
Penifiutiarv,  under  Exec-utive  contvcl,  have  been  enormous.  The  sys- 
tem created  for  its  managenvent  at  the  late  Extraordinary  Session  of 
the  Leo-islature  has  proven  both  cumbersome  and  extravagant.  A 
method^nore  simple/and  profitable  to  the  Tenntory  might  be  adopt^ 
ed-  and  I  recommend  that  the  Act  approved  May  6th,  18/3,  entitled 
"  An  Act  to  Govern  and  Regulate  the  Penitentiary  at  Deer  Lodge 
City,  Montana  Territory,"  be  repealed,  and  that  in  j'^"  f^}.^^^^^^^^^ 
Legislature  provide  for  the  letting,  to  the  lowest  and  be^  biddei,  of 

htTposse^sion  and  government  of  the  Penitentiary,  and  the  ..are  ami 
aintenauce  of  the  convicts  confined  therein.    That  such  contractor 

e  allowed  to  reasonably  employ  such  convicts,  and  to  receive  to  his 
own  u^e  aU  the  earnings  thereof ;  and  that,  before  entering  upon  the 
prfomrance  of  such  contract,  he  be  required  to  execute  an  obligation 
to  the  Territory  in  the  penal  sum  of  at  least  double  the  amount  of  his 
bid  conditioned  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  property  committed  to  his 
that  he  will  sufficiently  detain  and  guard  such  convicts  during 
their' terras  of  sentence  and  imprisonment  respectively  ;  that  he  will 
sup  ly  such  convicts  with  all  necessary  and  wholesome  food  clothing 
bedding,  medicines  and  medical  attendance;  that  he  will  properiy 
m-  acf  the  Penitentiary,  and  all  affairs  connected  therewith,  and 
ftUhfuny  perform  all  other  acts  which  may  be  enjoined  upon  him  by 

aw  uch  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  the 
T^-ritory,  and  to  be  filed  and  deposited  with  the  Auditor.  If,  how- 
ever you  do  not  deem  it  wise  to  repeal  the  Act  mentioned,  I  suggest 
tha  'it^be  so  amended  as  to  direct  the  payment  of  all  moneys  received 
f^m  convict  labor  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Territory  at  the  end  of 
each  mouth;  and  that  all  expenses  of  the  Penitentiary  be  paid  by  the 
nroner  disbursing  officer  of  the  Territory.  ,  ,  t  i 

The  necessity  for  this  amendment  arises  f^^^m  the  fact  that  I  have 
;,ad  no  official  knowledge  of  ihe  receipts  and  disbursements  of  convict 
;;rn  ngs  Ibeheve  that  were  the  law  repealed,  ^n  toto  ami  the  meth- 
od herfin  indicated  adopted,  it  would  be  a  saving  to  the  Territory  at 
the  present  time,  of  at  least  $5,000,  each  year.  I  would  again  call 
vom-^attent  on  to  the  necessity  of  changing  the  end  of  the  fiscal  ye_ar 
C  Territorial  purposes  from  the  first  day  of  December  to  the 
thirtv       day  of  !)ecember,  and  thus  make  the  first  day  of  January 

he  be^  1  ling  of  the  fiscal  year  for  Territorial  purposes.  I  also  rec- 
ommend that  all  warrants  outstanding  on  the  first  day  of  July,  18,4 
^bonded  by  which  all  transacUons  of  the  Territory  wil  be  reduced 
\l  a'ash  'blis,  and  economy  secured  to  ^^^^f^^^;^^^ 

tV^^rL^^<^^^oi^-^^^^-  Kiser  to  the  Sheriff  of  Madison 
»y  "I  recommend  that  you  cause  the  matter  to  be  mvesti^ted 
by  a  Select  Committee  of  the  Iwo  Houses,  that  the  responsibihly  of 
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the  loss  may  be  fastened  upon  the  proper  officer,  and  such  measures 
taken  as  will  restore  the  money  to  the  Treasury.  The  time  has  cer- 
tainly arrived  when  you  should  provide  for  the  punishment  of  faithless 
officers,  that  the  Treasury  may  not  hereafter  be  robbed  with  impu- 
nity." To  effect  this  desirable  end,  I  direct  your  attention  to  section 
457  of  the  Criminal  Practice  Act;  and  suggest  that  it  be  so  amended 
as  to  require  a  concurrence  of  the  Governor,  and  the  Judge  and  Pros- 
ecuting Attorney  for  the  District  wherein  the  alleged  crime  was  com- 
mitted, before  any  reward  shall  be  offered  for  the  arrest  of  suspected 
Fugitives  from  Justice;  and  only,  in  the  event  of  such  concurrence, 
when  there  is  reaso7iable  ground  to  convict.  The  loss  of  the  |500 
to  the  Territory  is  not  so  great  when  compared  with  the  heavy 
expense  imposed  upon  the  tax-payers  of  Madison  County  in  Mr. 
Riser's  case;  and  [  further  recommend  that  the  amount  of  such 
expense  be  restored  to  the  Treasury  of  that  county. 

Before  retiring  from  office,  I  would  respectfully  ask  that  a  Joint 
Committee  of  the  two  Houses  be  appointed  to  examine  my  books, 
vouchers,  warrants,  accounts  and  all  other  papers  connected  therewith. 
Redeemed  and  canceled  warrants  and  bonds  amounting  to  several 
hundred  thousand  have  accumulated,  none  of  which  have  been  exam- 
ined since  my  term  of  office,  which,  solely  through  your  kind  consider- 
ation, has  extended  over  six  years ;  and  after  a  careful  examination  of 
my  accounts,  including  my  various  settlements  with  the  several  Treas- 
urers of  the  Territory,  respectively,  and  the  same  shall  be  found  cor- 
rect, I  further  suggest  that  the  Committee  be  instructed  to  destroy 
such  warrants  and  bonds,  as  the  same  have  become  a  useless  incum- 
b  ranee  in  the  office.
